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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, 13-15 and 17-20, drawn to a method for the prevention of loss of, 
and maintenance of, visual acuity associated with AMD via administering anecortave 
acetate. 

Group II, claim(s) 9-12, 13, 16-20 and 24-25, drawn to a method for the inhibition of 
lesion growth associated with AMD via administering anecortave acetate. 

Group III, claim(s) 21-23, drawn to a method for the inhibition of blood vessel growth 
associated with AMD via administering anecortave acetate. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
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corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is no special 
technical feature in the instant claim set. 

The technical feature Applicant states in claim 21 is a method for the inhibition of 
blood vessel growth associated with AMD via administering anecortave acetate. Penn 
et al. ("The Effect of an Angiostatic Steroid on Neovascularization in a Rat Model of 
Retinopathy of Prematurity," Investigative Qpthalmoloqy and Visual Science . 2001 , 
Volume 42, Number 1 , pages 283-290) teaches the use of an angiostatic steroid, 
anecortave acetate in the treatment of macular degeneration (Abstract). The compound 
is responsible for the inhibition of angiogenesis (Abstract). Claim 21 does npMiave a 
special technical feature, but rather a common technical feature known in the prior art 
and thus the claims lack unity. 

Applicant is required to elect a group to be examined on the merits.
